CIA is faced with an additional security problem in that practically all 
of it# administrative information particularly that connected with Organi- 
sation functions* namely, official titles, salaries, and mashers of per- 
sonnel ployed must ba carried in a classified category. This need is 
recognised In Section f II of Public law 110, f&ist congress, 1st foseion 
(ISbf) which exempt# the Agency flow the provisions of any other law re- 
quiring the publication or disclosure of this type of administrative in- 
formation. The foregoing, however, does wot prevent a continuing review 
of classified material, falling Into certain categories stash- m correspon- 
dence, general administrative letters, and memoranda and a few spocifi© 
types of periodic pfblis;«tiona| namely, those which do not cite source®. 
Automatic downgrading stamps have been and are being vm& widely in per- 
aiesiv# instances.
